sided, Schmidt said, but can 
break out again at any time.

Specific Uses 


In meat packaging, the loss 
in paper volume approaches 
75,000 tons. In its place, some 
90 million pounds of cello-

Further, prepackaging of 


fresh produce has sharply cur- 
tailed the requirements of 
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small 1-to-S pound grocery 
bags. Shipments of paper lott

Wizards Needed 


The ordinary conception of the scientist 


may be of a hardheaded realist but some of 
them must have a bit of fantasy about them. 
The directors of the National Radio Astron- 
omy Observatory near Green Bank, W. Va., 
are calling their new project Ozma after the 
legendary land of Oz from Frank L. Baum's 
childhood stories. 


Project Ozma certainly is something of 


a fantasy in itself but, as one scientist has 
written, "if we never search, the chance of 
success is zero." The aim of Ozma is to lis- 
ten for sounds of other civilizations which 
might possibly exist in the vast realm of 
space. 


The odds are impossible to evaluate. 


There probably are some 20 billion heaven- 
ly bodies in our own Milky Way which 
might conceivably have the right conditions 
for life as we understand it. But the 85-foot

In the end the banks and building and

But the 
land of Oz may lie at the end of the rain- 
bow and who has ever visited there to dis- 
prove it? 


Corporal Punishment Is Out 


The world is full of people who firmly 


believe there would be fewer cases of juve- 
nile delinquency if 'the youngsters were 
treated early to a trip to the woodshed for 
a good old-fashioned walloping. On the 
other hand, the jails are frequently popu- 
lated by people who attempted to admin- 
ister such punishment and went a little too 
far. 


It appears that people who favor disci- 


pline by whipping are out of step with the 
times. In most instances the people with 
authority to administer such punishment 
are not interested in doing so. They are the 
lenient parents. School teachers who en- 
tertain this idea have only limited authority 
to use force and they can get into severe 
trouble with any slightest movement to- 
ward corporal punishment. 


In Valdosta, Ga., a high school principal 


and two of the school's 30 teachers recently 
were charged with assault and battery by 
the parents of a child they had paddled. 


At the time the teachers in Georgia

Appropriate Revenge 


People with unwanted puppies or kit- 


tens know from experience that the hap- 
piest way of disposing of the creatures is 
to interest neighborhood children. This 
may be underhanded and instigate feuds 
but it works. Now a biochemist in New 
Jersey has worked out a particularly apt 
form of revenge upon his neighbors who 
are forcing him to discontinue his re- 
search.

his barn on 18 acres of farm land. Since he 
started his experiments on heart disease 
and pregnancy problems four years ago, 
the area has developed residentially.

Nelson A. Rockefeller vetoed a bill which 
would have given public school teachers 
authority to spank pupils who repeatedly 
misbehaved. The present New York state 
law permits teachers to use reasonable 
force "in moderate degree." Some local 
school authorities have adopted rules for- 
bidding teachers to punish children by 
force. An assemblyman from Brooklyn in- 
troduced the bill in the hope of giving the 
teachers authority in spite of the local 
rules. Gov. Rockefeller would have no part 
of it. Pupils can put it down as quite sure 
that they are safe from corporal punish- 
ment in most states in America. ' 


The school board in Georgia refused to 


support its teachers who had administered 
physical punishment. This is a common oc- 
curence to have teachers brought into 
court for severely punishing children and 
they usually are pictured as inhuman 
brutes and find they have very few friends 
who will .come forward to support them. 
Gov. Rockefeller recognized all this and 
showed his political wisdom by vetoing the 
bill.

The real issue is whether, in 
the midst of crisis, there shall 
be a change and whether such 
change, which involves a turn- 
over of high officials and con- 
fusion in governmental admin- 
istration, is a risky business.

Johannesburg, South Africa —Wl— This may be the arma 


geddon of the white man in Africa. 


Here in the Union of South Africa, the most highly devel- 


oped, most prosperous nation on the continent, the white 
man is strongest, most deeply entrenched and outnumbered 
by blacks only three to one. 


Here, he is most determined to hold on to his way of life 


While the "wind of change" may sweep the rest of Africa 
the white man here, particu-

by the black man.
